Most commuters and visitors to Richmond arrive by the Staten Island 
ferry which docks at St. George, tip of Brighton. St. George is also 
the terminal for all Staten Island transportation. It is a centuries-old 
settlement. Some of its antiquity is mirrored in the big, old homesteads 
on ancient residential streets. Brighton is the most densely populated 
district of Staten Island, and it is also thickly, spotted with schools, 
hospitals, and cemeteries. Perhaps its best known institution is Sailors 
Snug Harbor. Brighton has several retail areas. Victory Boulevard, 
Richmond Terrace, Castleton Avenue, and Jersey Street are its most 
important shopping streets. Industrial development clings to the water- 
front. Brighton is a district of one- and two-family homes, with some 
apartment buildings.
